Sun scalding is a serious business 
in swine production, Sun scalded 
pigs, to reach market weight, require 
as much or more feed than do fall 
and winter pigs, and the present 
high price of grain makes it in- 
advisable to ignore this fact. A tem- 
porary pole and straw shade may be 
built cheaply in @ hog run, It should 
be constructed on high, well drained, 
fresh ground, The south side may be 
much lower than the north side to 
provide more protection from the 
sun, A shade of.this kind should not 
be used for more than two years, af- 
ter which it may be dismantled and 
& new one built on fresh ground, Per- 
lodic change of location in this way 
will do much to prevent excessive 
dust accumulation and worm infec- 
tions. 


COUCH GRASS CONQUERED 

Couch grass, formerly one of 
Alberta's most troublesome weeds, 
has been conquered by use of the 
one-way disc. By means of this im- 
plement the infested land is given a 
shallow cultivation which eliminates 
top growth and starves out weeds, 
The method is both economical and 
effective, In addition, the roots of 
the plant are left in the ground to 
decompose and add fertility te the 
soil, ' 

Cultivation should start about the 
middle of June as stated by H. J, 
Mather, Provincial Supervisor of 
Weed Control. The discs of the tiller 
must be sharp and the machine pro- 
perly adjusted, If a heavy growth of 
grass is present the field should be 
mowed before cultivation. Six or sev-
